Full employment and greater pro­ 
duction remained the keynote of 
his recommendations. But he struck

I. Choose and prepare good soils. 
Like anim als and hum an beings, 
vigorous plants are often capable of 
resisting diseases. So far as sui sable 
soils and proper tillage are con­ 
cerned, 
growers 
should 
plan 
to 
avoid plant diseases by stim ulating 
all crops to m aximum vigor from 
planting tim e to final harvest. 
2. Fertilizer fits into the first step 
indispensably when applied in prop­ 
er strength and am ount. 
3. P lan' varieties adapted to local 
clim ate and soils. 
4. 
Save home-grown seed only 
from disease-free plants. In most 
cases it pays well to buy fresh 
seed each spring and disinfect be­ 
fore planting. 
5. T hsre are now several disease- 
resistant strains of potatoes, to ­ 
matoes. cabbage and other veget­ 


ables. 
TI lese should be grown in 
all cases where certain diseases pre­ 
vail and an im m une variety is pro­ 
curable. 
6. Long rotations are even more 
im portant in the garden than with 
field crops. R elated crops, such as 
cauliflower or broccoli and cabbage 
should never follow one another, 
This Is especially true of potatoes 
following potatoes or peppers after 
tomatoes, 
7. Inspect purchased plants care­ 
fully for sym ptom s of leaf spots, 
stem cankers and root knots. N orth­ 
ern grown plants are preferable to 
southern grown plants. When pos­ 
sible. buy state certified plants.

I* 
not a cure for plant diseases; it 
is mainly a m eans of preventing 
the spread. 
WTiile a worthwhile 
practice, .spraying 
should occupy, 
as it docs here, a minor part in 
the program oi disease prevention 
and control.

Several 
plant 
discases 
are 
spread by Im ects^Thercfore, prom pt 
and complete exterm ination of in­ 
sects is necessary. Birds are useful 
allies in the gardener’s campaign 
of insect control. 
10. 
Sanitation in the garden is 
a year-around task. It calls for de­ 
struction 
of 
diseased 
vegetation, 
clean 
cultivation, 
eradication

weeds in and near the garden, avoid­ 
ance of spreading virus diseases, 
and other m easures to curb sources 
of infection. P lan t ills usually take 
a heavy toll from the careless grow­ 
er’s garden.
